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THE COMMANDS OF JESUS (PART 45) 

1. Matthew 5:17-20 "Think not that I am 
come to destroy the law, or the prophets: I 
am not come to destroy, but to fulfil. For 
verily I say unto you. Till heaven and 
earth pass, one jot or one tittle shall in 
no wise pass from the law, till all be 
fulfilled, whosoever therefore shall break 
one of these least commandments, and shall 
teach men so, he shall be called the least 
in the kingdom of heaven: but whosoever 
shall do and teach them, the same shall be 
called great in the kingdom of heaven. For 
I say unto you. That except your 
righteousness shall exceed the 
righteousness of the scribes and Pharisees, 
ye shall in no case enter into the kingdom 
of heaven. " 

2. Matthew 18:21-23 "Then came Peter to 
him, and said. Lord, how oft shall my 
brother sin against me, and I forgive him? 
till seven times? Jesus saith unto him, I 
say not unto thee. Until seven times: but. 
Until seventy times seven. Therefore is the 
kingdom of heaven likened unto a certain 
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king, which would take account of his 
servants. " 

3. Matthew 18:24-27 " And when he had begun 
to reckon, one was brought unto him, which 
owed him ten thousand talents. But 
forasmuch as he had not to pay, his lord 
commanded him to be sold, and his wife, and 
children, and all that he had, and payment 
to be made. The servant therefore fell 
down, and worshipped him, saying. Lord, 
have patience with me, and I will pay thee 
all. Then the lord of that servant was 
moved with compassion, and loosed him, and 
forgave him the debt.." 

4. Matthew 18:28-30 " But the same servant 
went out, and found one of his 
fellowservants, which owed him an hundred 
Dence: and he laid hands on him, and took 
lim by the throat, saying. Pay me that thou 
owest. And his fellowservant fell down at 
his feet, and besought him, saying. Have 
patience with me, and I will pay thee all. 
And he would not: but went and cast him 
into prison, till he should pay the debt." 

5. Matthew 18:31-35 "So when his 
fellowservants saw what was done, they were 
very sorry, and came and told unto their 
lord all that was done. Then his lord, 
after that he had called him, said unto 
him, thou wicked servant, I forgave thee 
all that debt, because thou desiredst me: 
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Shouldest not thou also have had compassion 
on thy fellowservant , even as I had pity on 
thee? And his lord was wroth, and delivered 
him to the tormentors, till he should pay 
all that was due unto him. So likewise 
shall my heavenly Father do also unto you, 
if ye from your hearts forgive not every 
one his brother their trespasses." 

6. Mark 11:22-26 " And Jesus answering 
saith unto them. Have faith in God. For 
verily I say unto you. That whosoever shall 
say unto this mountain. Be thou removed, 
and be thou cast into the sea; and shall 
not doubt in his heart, but shall believe 
that those things which he saith shall come 
to pass; he shall have whatsoever he saith. 
Therefore I say unto you. What things 
soever ye desire, when ye pray, believe 
that ye receive them, and ye shall have 
them. And when ye stand praying, forgive, 
if ye have ought against any: that your 
Father also which is in heaven may forgive 
you your trespasses. But if ye do not 
forgive, neither will your Father which is 
in heaven forgive your trespasses." 

7. Matthew 5:23-24 "Therefore if thou bring 
thy gift to the altar, and there 
rememberest that thy brother hath ought 
against thee; Leave there thy gift before 
the altar, and go thy way; first be 
reconciled to thy brother, and then come 
and offer thy gift." 
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8. Matthew 18:19-20 "Again I say unto you, 
That if two of you shall agree on earth as 
touching any thing that they shall ask, it 
shall be done for them of my Father which 
is in heaven. For where two or three are 
gathered together in my name, there am I in 
the midst of them. " 

9. Matthew 5:21-22 "Ye have heard that it 
was said of them of old time. Thou shalt 
not kill; and whosoever shall kill shall be 
in danger of the judgment: But I say unto 
you. That whosoever is angry with his 
brother without a cause shall be in danger 
of the judgment: and whosoever shall say to 
his brother, Raca, shall be in danger of 
the council: but whosoever shall say. Thou 
fool, shall be in danger of hell fire." 

10. Thew Greek word for "judgement" is the 
word KRISIS and means "judgement of 
condemnation." Thew word "Raca" means empty 
or worthless. Thew Greek word for "fool" is 
the word "MOROS" from which we get our 
English word moron. 

11. Prayer of Repentance for being angry 
without a cause: Dear Heavenly Father, I 
come before your throne of grace to repent 
of all those times I have been angry with 
someone without a cause. I acknowledge that 
this is evil in your site. I can see in 
Your word that this is very dangerous to 
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do. I ask You to put a watch over my mouth 
that I might not sin against You or my 
brother in this manner. I thank you, Lord, 
for making me aware of how dangerous this 
kind of behavior really is and by faith in 
Your power to keep me from this evil, I 
choose to walk before You holy and without 
blame. Amen 
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
